EASING IMMIGRATION. 
RESTRICTIONS

Proposals to case the selective immigra- 
tion restrictions were submitted lo the 
Jewish Agency Executive here on Mon- 
day by Mir / Shragal., head of the 
Immigration Department 

The. proposals suggest that the age 
limut. for immigrants be raised from 40 
to 45: that skilled workers be permitted 
to continue their normal: work or per- 
form heavy agricultural work up to the 
age of SO. instead of 45: that prospective 
immigrants over. the age of SO without 
visible means of ‘support be required to 
show that they possess $7,000 ($10,000 
previou ly} ind that admission he 
granted to skilled workers over the ARC 
of SO or persons provided that 
they can be maintained by relatives 
These proposals, still to be confirmed 
hv the Agency and the Government. are 
designed to reuntte families as a means 
om reducing emigration from Israel rather 
than to merease immigration-—only 
about 2.000 or 3.000 more newcomers 
are expected annually if the proposals are 
approved

EGYPT DEFIES SECURITY COUNCIL

After hearing the Egyptian delegate 
reject Israel's demand that his country 
should end its restrictions on Israel- 
bound shipping in the Suez Canal, the 
U.N. Security Council on Monday 
adjourned its debate until February 24. 

The Egyptian representative, Major- 
General Abdel Hamid Ghaleb, told the 
Council that resolution of 1951 
demanding the cessation of Egyptian 
interference with Suez.shipping was not 
recognised by his Government which, in 
the interests of its national security, 
claimed the right of a belligerent nation 
to search and seize vessels carrying goods 
to Israel. Until peace was estattlished, 


Egypt would continue these “ measures of 
self-protection.” 

Mr. Eban, the Israeli delegate, said 
that the Egyptian statement constituted 
“a very grave turn in an already serious 
situation.”

organmation if this country on matters pertain. 
ing tw forcien affairs. The Board will, however. 
always be rcady as in the past to consult with 
and be consulted by any organisation of group 
on matters affecting Jewish welfare and intcrests 
at home and abroad.” 

Mr. Shioimoviz's motion was as 
follows : 

(1) That the Board indicate to the A.J.A. its 
willingness to co-operate towards the establish- 
ment of permanent machinery for consultation 
with the A.J.A. on all aspects of foreign affairs 
(2) That the Board determine and appoint a 
committee with power investigate the wavy« 
and means tor establishment of the permanent 
machinery (3) That the Board request the A.J.A 
apport a similar committee as proposed to 
the resolution number (2) above: (4) That the 
commuttee appointed by the Board invite a 
mecting with the committee appointed by the 
AJ.A. to examine mutual proposals and require- 
ments (5) That a be within the mandate of the 
Board's committee to subscribe to a joint report 
with the commuttec of the A.J.A. on the mutual 
proposals and requirements ascertained and dcter- 
mined at the meeting. (6) That such report 
be submitted to the Board for consideration 
(7) That a copy of the foregoing resolutions 
subiect to any amendments as duly passed be 
forwarded to the A.J.A 

Addressing the Board on these two 
items the President said that he had taken 
this unusual course “after very anxious 
thought.” He wanted to utilise the 
occasion to make a Statement on a grave 
problem exercising Anglo-Jewry—and 
one for the solution of which the com- 
munity was looking to the Board. The 
problem the frequent quarrelling. 
controversy. bickering, recrimination, and 
conflict between the Board and other 
communal bodies interested in forcign 
affairs. 


1835 Resolution 


Dr. Cohen recalled that when Sir 
Moses Montefiore had become Presiden: 
of the Board in 1835 one of his first 
actions had been to convene a mectting 
of the four Jewish congregations then 
funciioning in London. At that meeting. 
he said, the following resolution had been 
unanimously adopted: 

That thix meeting i convinced it would be 
of esscntial advantage tw the interesta of the 
Jews of Britain that im all matters touching their 
Political wellare they shoukd be represented by 
one body. and inasmuch as the general body of 
Deputies have lone been recognised as their 
representatives. it highly desirable tor the 
gencra!l good that al! the British Jews should 
acknowledge them. having a sufficient number 
ot members trom cach congregation to cnsure 
the accordance of their proceedings with the 
gcnera!l wishes of the lows 

That resolution, Dr. Cohen said. was 
the charter upon which the Board had 
acted and was still aciing. ht had neve: 
been rescinded: on the contrary. uo had 
been cndorsed several times. and as the 
number of synagogues in London had 
grown and provincial communities had 
developed they had joined the Board on 
the understanding that they concurred 
wiih that> resolution. Since. the com- 
munity had given. no such authority to 
any other organisation. ‘and until that 
resolution was rescinded, Anglo-Jewry 
sull regarded the Board as the only 
authoriative body to speak and act on 
its behalf in matters of forengn affairs 
“| am sure.’ the President said. ** tha! 
the Board will accept no compromise. on 
that fundamental principle.” 

Referring specifically to the A.J:A.. 


which had been concerned with. foreign 


affairs since its formation in 1870, Dr. 
Cohen said that “its plea for justifica- 
tion is that it represents a distinc: point 
of view of a seciion of the community. 
I can think of ai least four other orga- 
nisauions which could make the same 
clam. But I will not enumerate them, 
for | may put ideas into their heads . . .”’ 

He went on to state that there were also 
in existence three British sections of 
international Jewish organisations—all 
interested in forcign aflairs—and he could 
ihink again of three more which had so 
far not concerned themselves officially in 
that sphere. We arc. therefore, faced,” 
the President added, “ with the frightful 
potentiality of 12 Jewish bodies claiming 
rights in the field of forcign affairs, which 
must inevilably lead to confusion, chaos, 
and, what is more important, to the com- 
plete destruction. of any prestige and 
influence that British Jewry can exercise 
in that field.” 

The President said that he had read 
the editorial note in last weeks JewisH 
CHRONICLE on that subject, but he did 
not think that 1 went far enough, [The 
editorial suggested. as a first step towards 
fuller co-operation, consultation § and 
pooling of information between the 
Board and the A.J.A., and possibly also 
the W.J.C.]. That article, Dr. Cohen 
went on, had reminded him that in the 
latter part of 1943 the Board had 
attempted to solve jhat problem, and its 
Executive Committee had entered into 
separate negotiations with both — the 
A.J.A. and the European Section of the 
W.J.C. As a result of the negotiations, 
the representauves of those organisallons 
had agreed on a set of. proposals, which 
had to be submitted to thei governing 
bodies. -On January 7. 1944, the Presi- 
dent said. Mr. A. Easterman,. then the 
Secretary of the European = Section, 
W.J3.C.. had written to the Secretary of 
the Board that his ofganisation had 
accepted the proposed arrangements. On 
January 11, Mr. Léonard Stem, then the 
President of the A.J.A., had intimated 
in a lengthy Ietter to Professor Brodetsky, 
the then President of the Board. that for 
certain reasons the as an orga- 
msation was not in a position to accept 
the agreement arrived at. 


Dr. Cohen's Suggestion

Austria, The Chancellor was quoted as 
having said that Austria could meet is 
obligations towards Jewry provided 
“these are im accordance with the 
capacity of the Austrian people.’ 
Austria. he was reporied to have added, 
was prepared to make appropriate resti- 
tution for heirless property. but could 
not agrec to giant sums which did not 
correspond to jhe real value, and while 
the Austrian Government wanted to 
resume negotiations {with the Jewish 
Claims Commutiec],. protested against 
the Berlin Conference being used falsely 
to tie Ausiria’s hand. 
Claims on Austria 

Commenting on the reported statement, 
Mr. Janne: poinied out that the total 
value of Jewish property in Austria 
hefore the Nazis seizure of power was 
estimated at over $1.000.000.000, of which 
lithe had been restored to the Jews. The 
Jewish organisations in the Claims Com- 
mittee were, nevertheless, prepared to 
accept a smal! fraction of that sum in 
setilement the real value of assets 
left behind by the one-third of Austrian 
Jewry who perished at the hands of the 
Na 71s He descr hed scandalous 
the way in which the Austrian Govern- 
ment had gone back on ts definite 
promises to negotiate with the Jewish 
Claoms Committec on the problem ot 
heirless Jewish property.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


THE GOLDEN CALF 


HE incident of the Golden 

Calf, described in this week's 

Portion of the Law (in 
Exodus xxxii), is one which the 
Psalmist depicts as almost an act 
of apostasy, in the words: “ They 
made a calf in- Horeb, and wor- 
shipped a molten image. Thus they 
exchanged their glory for the like- 
ness of an ox that eateth grass. 
They forgot God their saviour, who 
had done great things in Egypt” 
(Psalms cvi, 19-21). 


A view expressed in the Talmud is 
that the worship of the calf was a 
breach of the Second Commandment 
which could be regarded as the most 
typical instance of idol worship on the 
part of the children of Israel, and 
moreover that every misfortune which 
Israc] has suffered is by way of fetri- 
bution for this great wickedness. 

It may have been argued that 
circumstances extenuated the guilt of 
the people One Midrash, for 
example, makes the [ raelites say to 
God: “ Thou didst create in us from 
our childhood the evil inclination. It 
is the evil inclination which causes us 
to’ sin.” And rabbinic fancy put a 
number of pleas in the mouth of 
Moses. arguments giving reasons 
why the people should have been 
forgiven. 


N another attempt to ‘find excuses, 
the blame may be fixed on the 
“mixed multitude’ that came out of 
Egypt with the Israelites, on the mass 
of non-Israclite slaves and prisoners 
who had not been brought up as 
Hebrews and were therefore more 
ready oO lapse into the idolatry of the 
surrounding nations. This allusion 1s 
seen in Exodus xxi. 7 in the words, 
“for Thy people. that Thou broughtest 
up out of the land of Egypt. have 
dealt corruptly.” Ihe expression 
“Thy people” tinstead of ~~“ the 
people ") could refer to those whom 
Moses had allowed to accompany the 
Israelites. Jhey were responsible for 
corrupting the people 
But this explanation was not an 
excuse. Nor was the plea put forward 
by Aaron —-the demand of the people. 
or the argument that resistance would 
have been futile-——a sufficient excuse 
for his behaviour. Moses. realised that 
the idolatrous tendency had to be 
resisted. so that the great purpose tor 
which the Israelites were chosen would 
not be endangered 


Homage to the Golden Calf 


alwavs suggested the adoption 
of a matertalistic outlook and ‘the 
absence of true religion lt can 


certainly be applied to the attitude 
which, in modern times; denies the 
spiritual nature Of man, the sacredness 
of human personality, or the eternal 
values of religion 

Modern manitestations of the 
worship of the Golden Calf can 
sometimes be seen too in places where 
lip service 1s given to religion, but 
where spiritual values. and moral 


principles are not upheld As im 
Isaiah's days, there are those of whom 
it can be said. Forasmuch as the 
people draw near, and with their 
mouth and with their lips do honour 
Me, but have removed their heart far 
from Me™ (Isaiah xxix, 13) 


HERE are many who prostrate them- 

selves to the Golden Calf today, 
surrendering to it truth and virtue, 
morality and religion Ihe worship 
of the Golden Calf survives too in the 
tendency to allow movements and 
communal honours to be dominated 
by the power of the purse or viewed 
mainly from the financial aspect. It 
is a tendency which needs to be coun- 
tered by an emphasis on the 
importance of the worship of God 
faithfully and sincerely,. by loyalty to 
sacred traditions. by healthy family 
relationships, and by urging that true 
civilisation must have religious foun- 
dations—by. indeed, a realisation of 
the validity of the teaching of 
Jeremiah (ix, 22-23)

Smaller Communities’ 
Spiritual Needs 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


A report by its Education Com- 
mittee on the training of “ omnibus 
minjsters for the smaller communities, 
and a proposal to institute, in conjunc- 
tion with the London Board of Jewish 
Religious Education, a Cent.e for 
Jewish Higher Education catering for 
students between the ages of .4 and 
18. were the two principal topics of 
discussion at Tuesday's meeting of the 
Council of Jews’ College, held at 
Woburn House, London. 


Mr. Alan A. Mocatia, O.B.E., Q.C., 
Chairman of the College Council, who 
presided, referred to the report submitted 
by the Joim Commitee (of representatives 
of the Council and of the United Syna- 
gogue) on the Recruitment of Ministers. 


Principal's Memorandum 


The College Education Committee, he 
said, had considered the poss:bility of 
\raining persons to become what might 
be described as “omnibus” ministers 
who would be expected to carry out the 
manifold tasks required by the smaller 
communities The Recruitment Sub- 
Committee had recommended that the 
College consider the provision of facilities 
for such ministers, and the Principal, 
Rabbi Dr. I. Epstein, had accordingly 
prepared a memorandum. 

The upshot of the memorandum, the 
Chairman stated, was that while the 
scheme might result in raising’ the 
standard. nt might also have the unfor- 
tunate effect of lowering the general 
status of the ministry. That being so. 
was considered by the Committee, and 
particularly strongly by the Chief Rabbi, 
that they should not, at the moment 
proceed on the basis of the Principal's 
memorandum. Rabbi Brodic, however, 
had stated that if suitable persons pre- 
sented themselves to train for such posts 
they would do their best to help them. 

The Education Commiitec, therefore. 
recommended that they shou'd not pro- 
ceed on the basis outlined by the Prin- 
cipal but that they deal with the: matte: 
as it arose in the case of suitable persons 
who presenied themselves.

JEWISH TOPICS AT 
BERLIN TALKS 


Mr. Molotov’s Reference 
to Israeli Claims 


By a Diplomatic Correspondent 


Although officially neither Israel's 
request for reparations from Eastern 
Germany nor that of the Committee 
for Jewish Claims Against Austria 
was discussed at the Berlin confer- 
ence the subject was not completely 
ignored. 

Mr. Eden and Mr. Dulles, the U.S.A. 
Secretary of State, it is understood, 
exchanged views on the matter. As the 
question of German unity remained 
unresolved, Israel's request to the four 
Powers last month asking for an exten- 
sion of the reparations settlement to 
Eastern Germany did not come up for 
discussion. Only Mr. Molotov made an 
indirect and disappointingly negative 
reference to Isracl’s claims when he 
demanded that, in the event of German 
unification, only “ business debts ” should 
he honoured. 


Useful Contacts 


Diplomatic circles in Berlin took Mr. 
Molotov'’s siatement to indicate a clear 
expression of Soviet opposition to the 
payment of reparations to Israel by either 
Western or Eastern Germany. This line 
of policy had been stated with even 
clearer vehemence several times previ- 
ously by Communist leaders of the East 
German Government. The efforts, there- 


fore, made by Dr. Chaim Yahil, the 
deputy leader of the Isracl Purchasing 
Mission in Cologne, who attended the 


Four-Power Conference in Berlin as the 
Israeli Government's observer, proved to 
he of litthe avail, although the diplomatic 
contacts he managed to establish may 
prove of value at a later date. 


The results, however, concerning the 
Jewish claims against Austria, would 
appear to be of a more immediate, if 
unspectacular, nature Mr. Eden and

‘Heine's poem regarding 


THE SCANDINAVIAN COMMUNITIES—~(1) 


By VLADIMIR GROSSMAN 


EWS the world over are at 
present completely captivated 

by the creation of the Jewish 
State and the problems resulting 
from this great event. This is only 
natural, but it would be a mistake 
to ignore the old Jewish centres in 
the Diaspora. These tentres, great 
and small, will continue to exist and 
prosper, and to conduct their cul- 
tural, economic, and political activi- 
ties in accordance with develop- 
ments in their respective countries. 
Being a frequent visitor to the Scan- 
dinavian countries, I should like to 
draw attention to the small Jewish 
communities in that area. From 
time to time reports are published 
that the Jews of Finland have 
contributed so much money to the 
building up of Israel; that the Jewish 
community of Siockholm, in co-opera- 
tion with the Swedish Government, 
took care during the immediate post- 
War vVears of many thousands of 
Jewish displaced persons, and are still 
taking care of many hundreds of sick 
refugees ; that the Danish Government 
covered half the cost of building a 
modern hospital in Israel. However, 
few people realise that the Jewish 
population of Finland-——there are two 
communities, in Helsinki and Abo- 
numbers only about 1,000, that the 


entire Jewish population of Sweden 


-in Stockholm, Gothenburg. Malmo. 
NorrkOping Kariskrona,  etc.—is 
between 14,000 and 15,000. and that 
the number of Jews in Denmark. ts 
between 6.000 and 7.000. 


Resistance to Assimilation 


It is remarkable that, living as thes 
do among highly cultured people and 
being free from oppression and per 
secution. these tiny communities have 
been able to preserve their Jewishness 
and spiritual faith. 

It is mv strong conviction that these 
small Jewish islands have not dis- 
appeared, and have repeated| mude 
manifest their adherence to the Jewish 
world and their resistance to al! 
temptations of assimilation, because 
they are contributing Jewish cultural 
values to the life of their countries 
and are gaining in this way a sort 
of Jewish cultural independence of 
their. own This is not a. paradox 
even H it seems to conflict with pre- 
conceived conceptions of the process 
of assimilation 

There is a great difference between 
the history and culture of the Danish 
and Swedish peopies an d that of ther 
Jewish minorities. Smal! Jewish com 
munities have been established in Den 
mark and Sweden than 200 
Sweden accorded its Jewish citizens 
civil rights only in 870, and even then 
with some. limitations But in both 
countries Jews have made permanen 
comtributions to. local culiural. hie 
without losing their Jewish identi 


A Famous Playwright 


When the Royal Danish Theatre in 
Copenhagen two sears ago celebrated 
its 200th a4nnisersary and pio 
duced plays which had made histor 
warm tributes -were paid to Heni 
Hertz, who died in 1870 alter a 40 
vear career as a pia\wright. The Hertz 
family emigrated to Denmark trom 
Altona, near Hamburg. The famor 
playwright was born shortly before 
the end of the eighteenth century, the 
son. of a poor family of bakers. A 
that time no Jews had been allowed 
to settie in Denmark without.a specia! 
permit, and Henr:k Hertz did not dare 
to write his plays under his own name 
So he had to use a pseudonym. His 
best triend, who appreciated his talent 
and his personal tragedy, was the grea! 
actress of the day. Johanne Louise 
Heiberg, the daughter of a Jewish 
mother and a Gentile father.

He lived and wrote 
in the middie of the last century, when 
the political and cultural Sturm und 
Drang in Denmark gained impetus 
He is well known throughout Scan 
dinavia not only as the author of a 
series of important novels, among 
them: “En * Maiser, and 
‘Avromche Nattergal. but also of 
the first political paper, “ Corsaren.” 
Goldschmidt was in tact Denmark's 
first political publicist. But his jour- 
nalistic activities ended ftollowing a 
dramatic conflict between his paper 
and the plhulosopher, Soren Kuirke- 
gaard Although Goldschmidt per 
sonally had nothing to do with the 
attack on Kirkegaard, he relinquished 
his interest in “Corsafen” and 
devoted himself to writing novels. 


Well-known Families 


Goldschmidt went out of his way 
to emphasise Jewishness at every 
opportunity. Georg Brandes, who 
appeared on the Danish scene as an 
important writer when Goldschmidt 
had concluded his work. severely crits 
cised both Hertz for his conversion 
and Goldschmidt tor his consistent! 
exposition of his Jewrshness

COMMONWEALTH 
CONFERENCE 


THE decision of the Board of Deputies to 
promote a second conference of Common- 
wealth Communities this year—perhaps in 
June or July—should evoke approval and 
support throughout Anglo-Jewry. The 
_cataclysms of the first half of the present 
century have uprooted many ancient land- 
marks. and for the time being at any rate 
have brought to an end the hegemony of 
Europe in world affairs. Nowhere has the 
change been more far-reaching than in the 
sphere of Jewish life, for the destruction 
which the Germans wrought among the Jews 
of Europe has been well-nigh conclusive in 
its results. Hence, it is even more important 
than it would otherwise have been for the 
remnant of the House of Israel to strengthen 
one another by their counsel. The Jewish 
communities of the British Commenwealth 
are scattered over the face of the globe, but 
they share a common cultural and political 
background in the societies in whose midst 
this’ circumstance 
creates a common pattern to their problems, 


they are placed: and 
even though, since to some extent they have 
been fed directly from European countries, 
not all their members share any tradition of 
I nelish life 

[his will not be the first gathering of its 
kind: the ground was broken by the con- 
ference which the Board convened in 1950. 
No doubt full advantage will be taken of 
the experience gained on the first occasion. 
When delegates have travélled thousands of 
miles they are entitled to expect that the 
conveners of the conference will have pro- 
vided the physical surroundings suitable for 
Incidentally, the plea of the 
Board must be supported that the delegates 
appointed should be specially chosen for the 
purpose and not be simply gentlemen who 
happen to be on holiday here at that time

It might be advisable to start thinking now of 
a more attractive venue than Woburn House 
for such a conference, although that building 
has the advantage ol having the various com- 
muna]! offices directly at hand. No doubt the 
officers of the Board of Deputies have this 


point fully im mind. Likewise, due arrange- 


ments wtil no doubt be made tor the entertain- 
ment of the lhe Board's income does 
not permit it to indulge in extensive “ wining 
and dining; but imperial conferences are 
better not started than executed in a manner 
which appears miggardly, and the Board 


would D< well advised to seek the help of 
gencrous friends if its own resources do not 


enable it to aflord adequate hospitality. 


lhough important, these are admittedly 


ancillary. matters which yield in priority 
befo 1 well prepared agenda. A list of 
subjects such as sufhices for a committee 


meeting is inadequate for a gathering of this 
Kind . there will, of course, be a full exchange 
Of written material in advance so that prob-

ems can. be sifted and 1 
mapped out, The need for preparation is 
the greater since the range of the Board's 
aClivitic rower than that of some of its 
opposite numbers overseas. On the previous 
occasion the Board invited contributions to 
the various discussions from representatives 
of othe! Anglo-Jewish Organisabions, and 
will no doubt repeat the procedure (In this 
connection, there will be much -interest in 
the plan for communal unity which Dr. 
COHEN said, at last Sunday's meeting of the 
Board, he proposes to put forward in due 
course.) Several questions seem suitable for 
discussion among Commonwealth Jewries. 
There is, for example, apart from their 
relationship to each other, their relationship 
to Jewish international organisations and with 
those bodies which have Consultative status 


at various organs of the United Nations. The 
techniques of fund-raising, both for domestic 
and for Israeli causes, could be discussed, 
with particular reference to “ united appeals ~ 
procedures. And a special point could be 
made of the training of rabbis, ministers, and 
teachers—the need is acute in every country 
—as well as the provision of books and other 
educational material for the English-speaking 
countries of the Commonwealth particularly. 
England has several suitable institutions at 
which these needs can be adequately catered 
for, provided the requisite encouragement 
and finance are offered. 


“YORDIM” 


THE Rumanian Legation in Tel Aviv has 
apparently been having some success in its 
propaganda efforts to induce Rumanian Jews 
to leave Israel and return to their country of 
origin, Some of the 70 who left Israel about 
ten days ago to return to Bucharest and other 
localities were stated to have been given not 
only travelling expenses but also special 
allowances enabling them to repay the Jewish 
Agency part of the expenditure incurred on 
their arrival and. for their maintenance. To 
the Rumanian authorities this may be money 
well spent. When they are back in Rumania, 
these Jews will no doubt be exploited as 
undeniable proof of the “ disappointing” 
conditions, or worse, in Israel long alleged by 
Communist propagandists. To the many 
thousands of Rumanian Jews still clamouring 
for permission to emigrate to Israel the few 
returnees will be held up as a warning. 


Those few Rumanian Jews are, of course, 
not the only ones to leave Israel in recent 
months. Since the establishment of the State 
about 50,000 others of various nationalities 
have left the country for the United States, 
Canada, Australia, and elsewhere, and a few 
even for Germany. Their departure has been 
taken calmly, as it should be, this being a 
natural phenomenon common to all countries 
especially newly developing ones. There are 
quite a number of British people, for example, 
who leave England each year for Australia or 
Canada but, unable to accommodate or 
acclimatise themselves, return home without 
provoking any emotional or psychological or 
even statistical disturbances. Although 50,000 
is a large.number, it is nO More, as was pointed 
out by officials in Jerusalem, than 3 per cent 
of the whole population and about 6 per cent 
of the 750,000 new immigrants who have 
arrived in Israel since 1948. 


Yet what makes the return of the Rumanian 
Jews particularly regrettable is the fact that 
they are bound to be exploited, not only to 
justify the Rumanian Government's persecu- 
tion of Zionists but also the trials and merci- 
less punishment of many outstanding Zionist 
leaders by Rumanian tribunals. It is difficult 
to blame the few Jews who have taken this 
unfortunate step. Some of them, as our Jeru- 
salem correspondent pointed out, have done 
so because they wished to rejoin their children 
who were not permitted to leave Rumania: 
others because they had not yet been provided 
with proper housing in Israel. But, perhaps, 
with the example of the return of Indian Jews 
to India, a friendly and non-Communist 
country, and the subsequent anti-Israel criti- 
cism there still fresh in mind, the Israeli 
authorities might tactfully have done more to 
persuade this latest group of yordim to stay. 
Hardly had these Rumanian Jews embarked 
on the Turkish ship which took them from 
Haifa on their sad return journey than the 
Jewish Communist press in Warsaw gleefully 
began to write long articles about “ the oilim 
who became yordim’” and about “ BEN- 
GURION and other false Messiahs who lured 
the unfortunate families into Israel.” That is 
a cue which no doubt will be followed in the 
other Communist countries. 


CHARITIES 


A SHORT time ago we published an 
important statement issued by the Cnier 
RABBI regarding the conditions on which he 
is prepared to give his patronage to orga- 
nisations which are. appealing for funds. 
Henceforth the Cuier Rassi will not give his 
support unless the organisation is registered 
with the Board of Deputies or is able to 
provide a certificate as to audit, et poms 
the Chief Rabbi's Consultative and Ad ry 
Committee. As appears from a report circu- 
lated to the Board of Deputies, this state- 
ment was issued after consulfation. with fhe 
Board's Charities Registration Committee, 
which is to be congratulated on having 
received the CHier Rapsi'’s support. The 


Committee is also to be congratulated on 
having decided—none too soon—to tackle 
the question of overlapping and waste of 
effort by some fund-raising organisations. 
A list of charities registered with the Board 
is published in the “Jewish Year Book 4 
(though inevitably such lists must be revised 
annually), It has to be borne in mind that 
the system of registration of charities with 
the Board of Deputies was designed to pre- 
vent the malversation of funds through the 
absence of any proper audit of accounts. 
But the functions of an auditor to a volun- 
tary body are limited, and the fact that he 
can certify (or that indirectly the Board of 
Deputies certifies) that proper books are kept 
does not of itself mean that funds are col- 
lected economically and expended carefully, 
and still less that the organisation fulfils a 
useful purpose. Hence we assume that the 
fact that a charity comes to him armed with 
a certificate of registration with the Board 
does not mean that the Curer Rass will not 
need carefully to weigh its claims before 
granting his patronage. The causes for which 
claims are made on the community's genero- 
sity are legion, and funds are raised by many 
ancillary enterprises whose accounts are 
rarely consolidated with those of the main 
body to which their surpluses are made over. 
Thus, statements made as to percentages 
taken by administrative or fund-raising 
expenses can often be misleading. Then, 
also, population movements, together with 
changes in the social structure and the 
coming of the Welfare State, mean that there 
may be redundancy of voluntary charitable 
effort in some quarters and insufficiency in 
others. At present the individual donor ts 
left without guidance, and the Charities 
Registration Committee of the Board of 
Deputies would be performing a valuable 
service if it investigated the direction of 
Jewish charitable effort in this country, and 
made public any important conclusions that 
it could draw from such investigation. This 
step might lead, too, to another step forward, 
since the assembling of comprehensive data 
might enable the question of the co-ordina- 
tion of charities to be tackled for the first 
time on a basis of factual knowledge. 


HILLEL FOUNDATION 


One of the special concerns of the B'nai 
Brith in this country has long been the 
welfare of Jewish students at the universities. 
Some years ago the movement was instru- 
mental in the establishment of a Jewish 
Students’ Common-Room in London, but 
this successful pioneer effort was unfortu- 
nately terminated by the last war. Recently 
a strong desire has been shown for the 
revival and expansion of activities in this 
sphere. It was natural that the Bnai B'rith 
should have felt inspired by the splendid 
Hillel Foundation scheme which that move- 
ment has long organised in ‘the interests of 
university students in the United States. 
Apart from the general principle, however, it 
was never, intended that the distinguishing 
features of the American pattern should. be 
applied to Britain. It will be remembered 
that considerable discussion took place with 
student bodies, including the. Inter-Univer- 
sity Jewish Federation, on the scope of the 
proposed scheme. Such abstract discussion 
was leading to no very tangible result, and 
it was most wisely decided to make a prac- 
tical start in a definite—if, at first, limited 
—field. A house has been acquired in 
Endsleigh Street, London, W.C., in con- 
venient proximity both to the headquarters 
of London University and to the Jewish 
communal centre at Woburn House. After 
adaptation, this building (to be known as 
Hillel House) will provide a much-needed 
meeting-place and some hostel accommoda- 
tion for students. Mr. Jack Morrison, J_P., 
Grand President of the Bnai B'rith, in his 
presidential address to the University of 
London Jewish Unton Society last Sunday, 
outlined some of its objectives. He well 
stressed that this is only one manifestation 
of a comprehensive scheme that has immense 
potentialities for good. Even the establish- 
ment of Hillel House, however, will require 
a far greater measure of moral and financial 
support than it has yet received from the 
community. Its sponsors are to be congratu- 
lated on the appointment as Director of 
Mr. Henry SHAW, who is at present Reli- 
gious Director of the Association for Jewish 
Youth. On him will rest an exceptional 
responsibility for the. success of this new 
venture. His wide experience and his sym- 
pathetic personality give every confidence 
that he is the ideal person to direct this 
important work. 


About Books 
GOOD NEIGHBOURS 


Community and Environment: A Discourse 
on Social Ecology. By E. A. GUTKIND. With 
a foreword by MARTIN BuBerR. Warts. 12s. 6d.

Those who have known Dr. Gutkind as an 
exact and exacting technician, who has surveyed 
the works of man from the air in a splendidly 
pictorial book, and who has made precise 
studies of population structure with a view to 
establishing the numbers of rooms. which 
housing schemes should contain to avoid waste 
and to provide for family life, might at first 
glance be disappointed at this discourse. They 
might have anticipated an equally penetrating 
and practical manual on the requirements of 
Neighbourhood Units and their Centres, a 
description of what has been loosely called 
“Community Planning,” upon which somewhat 
conflicting opinions are held. 

But, as will quickly be gathered from the 
admirable foreword by Martin Buber. the 
volume is not intended as the Town Planning 
Officer's vade-mecum. Starting from Chester- 
ton’s childish remark that “when every man 
has his own house, the social problem will be 
solved.” Dr. Buber points out that it is not 
enough that his home should be that “solid 
fragment man has torn from the frightening 
infinity of space .. . his shelter from the chaos 
which ever threatens to envelop him.” The 
Same principles which have been revealed i# 
the ecology of plants and animals, must be 
established for the “ indispensible minimum of 
humanity.” Dr. Gutkind'’s discourse stresses 
the indivisibility of man’s interaction with his 
environment and the need for extending the 
hitherto rather narrow field of sociological 
studies to all those factors which are connected 
in one way or the other with the habitat of 
man.” 


The Modern City 


This is not an easy book to read, but it will 
do a lot of good to those who do read it and 
endeavour to master its reasoning. For it leads 
to a conclusion a long way beyond our present 
policy of amelioration of existing environment. 
The great city has had its doom pronounced 
by Patrick Geddes and Lewis Mumford. D: 
Gutkind foresees the dissolution of the cit 
and the establishment of numerous small com 
munities abolishing the social disparity between 
rural and urban status. The emergence’ of 
these communities in a stateless world is the 
highest ideal we can discern at present [he 
ideals of Owen, before the advent of the rail- 
ways, are returning after the motor car! 

Phere 1s much in Dr. Gutkind’s thought of 
the Greek polis which, though we translate i! 
“ city,” was really this community of strictly 
limited size, so that the inhabitants could meet 
together to transact their affairs in direct 
contact. Nor was this polis cut off from the 
surrounding country as it was in the Middle 
Ages by the fortification. But, alas, neither the 
Greek or medieval communities were able to 
extend the neighbourliness in their works to the 
neighbouring communities. - Four stages in 
man's changing attitude to his environment are 
then examined; the first is one of fear and 
longing for security, and typified by the enclosed 
house and later the walled city. The second 
Stage 1s when the walls are losing their 
importance as the kingdoms and empires 
emerge, The third stage has led to our present 
Situation of aggressiveness and conquest. 
“ Adjustment to the environment develops into 
exploitation.” “ The fourth phase of the inter- 
action of man and environment is slowly taking 
place.” What this implies must be sought in 
Dr, Gutkind’s concluding words: but it is an 
optimistic forecast, provided the small com- 
munities, in contrast to the large organisation 
of the State, which enforces a sterile specialisa- 
tion and conformity on its citizens, give rise to 
an inspiring diversity and a new élan vital. 


PICTORIAL HISTORY 
Pictorial History of the Jewish People. By 
NATHAN AUSUBEL. New York: Crown 
Publishers. $5. 


This work contains an account of the history 


of the Jewish people from the -earliest times | 


to the present day. It 1s written in an casy 
style and will be readily understood by young 
and old alike. Some 1,200 pictures, including 
many beautiful art photographs, make this a 
most delightful book to read. It is also 
remarkably free from any bias, and is particu- 
larly valuable for its concise and accurate record 
of modern events. It embraces every country 
in which Jewish communities of any significance 
have flourished, and thus provides important 
information on the history of _ relatively 
unknown groups of our people. As well as 
affording a great deal of pleasure to the general 
reader, this book, with its numerous factual 
data, comprehensive bibliography, and _ full 
index, will serve as a valuable work of reference 
for both students and scholars.

The Prophet Armed: Trotsky 1879- 
1921. By Isaac Devutscuer. Oxford 
University Press. 30s.

The failure of the Berlin Conference 
will no doubt give students of Russian 
history and international politics fresh 
cause to read Mr. Deutscher book 
about one of the chief architects of 
the Bolshevik Revolution, and appre- 
ciate it even more fully than the same 
author's political biography of Stalin, 
now rightly regarded as a classic. His 
book on Stalin, analytical and pene- 
trating, was an accusatory biography. 
This one on Trotsky, equally brilliant, 
is written with admiration and with a 
good deal of what Carlyle would have 
defined as hero-worship. 

Even the title, misleadingly Biblical 


(it is actually taken from Machia- 
vellis “The Prince’), suggests the 
authors veneration for his hero— 
a veneration which he skilfully 
imparts to the reader, to whom 
Irotsky, in this new interpretation,

Fully con- 
scious of his own Jewishness—Mr. 
Deutscher even quotes Hebrew idioms 

it is Only natural that the author 
devotes much more space to Trotsky's 
Jewish origin than other biographers 
have done. “The Prophet Armed” 
contains a good deal about Trotsky’s 
parents, the Jewish peasants who 
seitied in the Province of Kherson in 
the sunlit steppes of the southern 
Ukraine. In this aspect the author 
improves On Trotsky’s autobiography, 
Moya Zhizn” (My. Life) Mr. 
Deutscher describes Trotsky short 
stay at the cheder, where Yiddish and 
Hebrew were taught, and where the 
Russian revolutionary became 
acquainted with the Bible, which he 
studied at greater leisure later in 
Russian prisons, where only religious 
books were permitted.

But although the family of 
stein were Jews and, despite 
non-Jewish surroundings, 
retained their Jewish names = and 
customs, .there was little of a truly 
Jewish nature that influenced Trotsky’'s 
chiidgood or adolescence. In his 
search for an ideal, the young Trotsky, 
the author tells us, was attracted by 
the Socialist theories of Ferdinand 
Lassalle, a German Jew. rather than 
by the theories of Karl Marx. But his 
interest in or dislike of either of these 
two Socialist thinkers was _ not 
prompted by any motive other than 
the revolutionary fight against ti.e Tsar 
and the desire for a workers victory. 

There is a chapter, told with drama- 
tic effectiveness, of Trotsky's first 
meeting with Lenin in London... After 
several periods in Tsarist gaols and in 
Siberia, Trotsky arrived in London on 
a foggy morning without money to 
pay the cabman’s fare. He knocked 
impatiently at Lenin's door, raising 
him and Mme Krupsakawa, Lenin's 


wife. from bed. Within few 
minutes the two future leaders were 
immersed in deep discussion, which 


laid the basis for their long friendship.

Morris Alexander, whose biography 
has now been written by his widow 
Enid. will be remembered affection- 
ately by many of all classes, colours, 
and creeds. He became a leading 
figure on the South African scene soon 
after his return in 1900 from Cam- 
bridge and the Inner Temple, where 
he was called to the Bar, and remained 
so until his death in January, 1946, at 
the age of 68.

MAURICE SIMON 


HE year 1896 was something 

of an annus mirabilis even for 

Oxford University, and in 
particular for Wadham College. 
Among the names which figured in 
the First-class Classical Honours 
List were those of John Simon and 
F. E. Smith, both of whom, as. we 
know, afterwards attained great 
distinction in law and politics. 

In the same list of 
figured another Simon Maurice 
Simon—who was regarded by his 
tutors and fellow-students as equal to 
the best of them; but whereas John 
Simon and F. E. Smith carved out 
great pubhe careers for themseives, 
Maurice Simon decided at an early 
age in favour of a contemplative life. 
which seemed more likely to bring 
him nearer to the Kingdom of Heaven 
than the “ glittering prizes” of Lord 
Birkenhead. 

Maurice Simon was born in Man- 
chester just 80 years ago—on Febru- 
ary 23, 1874—the eldest of the six 
children of the Rev. Isidore Simon, 
the popular minister and preacher at 
the South Manchester Synagogue. 
Mr. Simon and his wife (she was-’a 
descendant of a distinguished rabbinic 
line) brought up their large family on

a small stipend. Whatever may be 
the case nowadays, there were cer- 
tainly no “glittering prizes” for 
ministers in those days. 
* 
Devoted Jewish. parents they 
were, they regarded education in the 


widest sense of-the word as the breath 
of life. It was not surprising, there- 
fore, that from the Manchester 
Grammar School, of which the famous 
Dr. King was High Master, Maurice 
Simon in 1892 should gatn a Scholar 
ship. in Classics to Wadham College, 
Oxtord. 

Soon after achieving his -brilliant 
First, however, he fell seriously ill and 
was sent to South Alrica to recover. 
He remained there about two years. 

On his return he entered Jews 
College, and pursued an_ intensive 
course in Semitics. He had the idea 
then of entering the Jewish ministry. 
but eventually he decided against it: 
he thought that, as a Jewish minister, 
he would not have been able to devote 
himself to learning with the single- 
ness of purpose which was the motive 
power of his Itfe—a life that was to 
be dedicated to scholarship and 
learning in the true Jewish tradition. 

He lived in libraries, both public 
and private, and after a number of 
vears emerged as an authority on 
Various aspects of Hebrew and Jewish 
scholarship. He is I°NW “TO “WS 
TAND, “a cemented cistern. 
which loses not a drop.” 


rhe market for writers on Jewish 
subjects and translators from the 
Hebrew and Aramaic has. untfortu- 


nately, never been a very active one, 
and in the early years of this century 
it was even rewarding. so the 
earnings of Maurice Simon trom this 
work were scanty indeed. 

But arguments based on financia! 
success have no weight with him. His 
needs are small and his mode ol 
living simple. Plain living and very

Continued from previous column 
met while at Cambridge. In 1908 he 
was elected to the Old Cape Parlia- 
ment at the early age of 31, and on 
the advent of Union was elected to the 
first Union Parliament, and except for 
the period 1929 to 1932 he was a 
Member of Parliament until his death. 

He supported every cause he 
thought was right and just, however 
unpopular it was. And he was often 
right. He was never ashamed to 
stand up for his fellow-Jews, and his 
greatest successes were probably in his 
successful fight for the recognition of 
Yiddish as a European language for 
the purposes of the Immigration Acts, 
and in getting some of the more 
obnoxious provisions of the Immigra- 
tion Acts modified. He fought vali- 
antly for justice and fair play for 
Indians, for Cape Coloureds, and for 
Africans, as well as for his fellow- 
Jews.

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DRAFTING. HUMAN 


RIGHTS TREATIES 


By BARNETT JANNER, 


HE Human. Rights Commis- 
sion of .the United Nations 
begins ifs tenth session on 
Monday in New York. Again the 
agenda, prepared by the Secretariat, 


is a long one, consisting of 23 
items ; most of them have appeared 


on the agenda for years, but have 
never been reached. It seems 
doubtiul whether they. will be 
reached this time. 

For the third year running, the Com- 
mission has been asked by the 
Economic and Social Council and by 
the General Assembly to compicte 
the drafting of the International 


Covenants on Human Rights. There 
are stil many intricate and con- 
tentious issues outstanding, among 
them the question of reservations, 
involving many difficult legal prob- 
lems and. the vital question whether 
individuals and organisations should 


be granted a right of petition in human 
rights matters, or whether only States 
should have a locus standi im. such 
matters. 

Practically all non-governmental! 
organisations—the five Jewish organi- 
sations with consultative status among 
them—are strongly in favour of giving 
some right of petition (with the neces- 
sary Safeguards against abuse) to indi- 
viduals and groups. A smali majority 
of the Commission on Human Rights, 
led by the Great Powers, takes the 
opposite view, while in the Genera! 
Assembly, where the small States have 
a predominant vote, a trend more 
favourable to a right of petition can 
be’ noticed. It seems certain, there- 
fore, that whatever decision ts taken 
by the Commission at its tenth 
session, the last word will not have 
been spoken. Even if the Commission 
completes the draft this time, the 
likelihood of the General Assembly 
agreeing to the draft by the required 
two-thirds majority is small; the fact 
must be faced that years may pass 
before the International Covenants on 
Human Rights are finally adopted, 


Unless. further drafting work | is 
handed to another body. the Commis- 
sion will have little time to deal with 
the other important items on its 
agenda. Among these are 
which Jewish organisations 
taken, and continue to take, a great 
interest. such as the right of asylum 
and the establishment of national! 
Human Rights Committees. the latter 
proposal. having been advocated for 
many years by the Board of Deputies 
through the Co-ordinating Board ofl 
Jewish Organisations. Even if the 
time of the Commission 1s no longer 
occupied by drafting the Covenants (a 
work which began seven vears azo), 
many sessions will be needed to decide 


have 


on the backlog which. has accumulated 


during those seven years. 

| have mentioned the type of work 
which occupies the Commission to 
show ifs importance in the feld of 
developing international law in a pro- 
gressive spirit. | would like to deal 
with a mistaken view, which appears 
widespread in the Jewish community, 
as to the role of the Commission 
on Human Rights. Again and again 
we are faced by suggestions to place 
a matter of some actual or alleged 
violation of human rights before the 
Commission. ht should be made clear 
that up to the present no such possi- 
bility exists. Any person or organisa- 
tion can, of course, send a complaint 
to the United Nations concerning 
violation of human rights. But under 
the rules established by the Economic 
and Social Council such complaints 
are merely filed with the U.N. Secre- 
tariat, and that is the end of the 
matter. Each vear the Secretariat 
submits a list of complaints received 
only a list, not the complaints them- 
selves—to the Commission on Human 
Rights, which can do no more than 
take note of this list. - A Government 
delegate is entitled to be shown, at 
his request, any complaints he wishes 
to see. He cannot, however, raise a 
matter dealt with in the complaint

unless the majority of the Commission 
decides to place it on the agenda and 
to give it priority over the many items 
already on the agenda. 

Even if all these cumbersome pre- 
conditions have been fulfilled, the 
practical value of the ensuing discus- 
sion would be small. According to 
the doctrine prevailing in the Commis- 
sion on Human Rights, no detatied 
legal obligations in the field of human 
rights exist at the moment. Accord- 
ing to this doctrine, legal obligations 
would come into existence only if and 
when the Covenants on Human Rights 
come into force. These Covenants, as 
already stated, are still in the stage of 
drafting. It is, therefore, an illusion 
to assume that the Commission on 
Human Rights could do anything at 
the moment about violations of human 
rights, whether religious, civil, polt- 
cal, or cultural. At present the 
practical value of the Commission is 
restricted to keeping the whole issue 
of human rights in the public eye and 
to creating future international law by 
discussing and drafting conventions. 
To expect more from the Commission 
than it can do under its present terms 
of reference would lead only to 
disappointment and disillusionment,

NEW PHILOSOPHY 
OF FAITH 


* Misrepresentation 
To the Editor of THe JewtsH CHRONICLE 


Sirn.—-The Rev. L. Weiwow is fully 
entitled to attack the views of Profes- 
sor Buber and Dr. Altmann (in his 
article in your issue of February 5, 
page 15) but he should do so without 
misrepresentation. I am not qualified 
to engage in theological controversy 
with him, but merely wish to point 
out a number of ways in which he has 
apparently misunderstood their inten- 
tions and has, expressly or by impli- 
cation, imputed to them things they 
have not said. 

(1) Mr. Werwow, in alluding to Buber 's 
article. “The Question to the Single 
Onc” (contained in “ Between Man and 
Man.” Kegan Pau), 1947), contrives to 
give the reader unfamiliar with that work 
the impression that it is wrilien in praise 
of Kierkegaard, and, in particular, in 
praise of the latter's renunciation of 
earthly relationships. In fact. however, 
it is a complete.refutation of Kuierke- 
gaard’s whole position on this funda- 
menial rssue, 

(2) Dr. Altmann’s paper on “ The 
Modern Analysis of Fanh”™ (1951), 
which is more a survey of attitudes 
towards the problems of faith than-a 
statement of his own position, certainly 
makes use of the ideas of Kicrkegaard 
and of other modern thinkers—but does 
so in relation to Jewish traditions, espec- 
ally those of Chassidism, Dr. Altmann 
deprecates an excessively intellectual view 
of faith: his. remark, ** No worse mis- 
reading of the true nature of religious 
faith 18 imaginable.” docs not apply to 
medieval. Jewish theology as a whole, as 
Mr. Weiwow would have us believe. but 
only to the extreme rationalists Lr 
Alimann has in no way “ belittled ” the 
great thinkers namnes Mr. Werwow 
has lumped toecther. men who tn ans 
case surely differed a great deal in then 
estimates of the relationship between 
faith and reason 


(2) My Werwow refers to “a system

N inferior examples of literary, 
dramatic, and cinematographic 
art there are a number of weart- 
somely familiar puppets that are 
continually making their appear- 
ance. When we see an individual 
with an abnormally long upper lip 
and a pipe stuck in his hatband, 
whose conversation consists almost 
exclusively of the two words 
Begorra and “ Bejabers,” who ts 
improvident and lazy, but has a 
heart of gold, we identify him at 
once as an Irishman. When there 
appears a bearded gentleman in a 
kilt, with a fantastically misshapen 
walking-stick, who continually 
exclaims “ Hoots toots, mon,” and 
who, though preoccupied with the 
bawbees, has a heart of gold, we 
at once recognise a Scotsman. 
Since I am neither Irish nor Scottish. 
I can view such caricatures with 
equanimity. though I have seen both 
Irishmen and Scots reduced to frenzy 
by these gross travesties of their co- 
nationals. But I am moved to mingied 
rage and shame by the stage Jew. 


Antisemitic Portrayals

already riddled with antisemitism 
could: have believed in the Jew 
depicted in Der STUERMER: they 
would have been antisemitic even 
without’ Streicher’s help. same 


applies to the diatribes of the late 
lr. W. H. Crosland: no unprejudiced 
reader could possibly credit that Scots- 
men resemble the monstrous creatures 
depicted in “ The Unspeakable Scot ” 
or that Jews could be as utterly con- 
temptible as they are made to appear 
in “ That Fine Old Hebrew Gentle- 
man.” . In the same way. although

HIS Sabbath’s sidra reading is 
the story of the Israelites and 
the Golden Calf. You will be 
interested to read this and also the 
connecting haftara, where the people 
of Israel are being led away to the 
worship of another god, Baal. Into 
this story comes the commanding 
figure of Elijah. 

Ihe Biblical account of the prophet 
Elijah, who lived in the reign of 
Ahab and his son Joram, gives but 
a faint idea of this wonderful person. 
Ahab, the king, was an idolater and 
tried to prevent the people from 
worshipping the true God. He 
guarrelled with Elijah because of the 
prophets firmness of belief. Elijah 
said to the king: “ As the Lord, the 
God of Israel, liveth, before whom | 
stand, there shall not be dew nor rain 
these years. but according to my 
word.” 

A famine ensued, and. Ahab sought 
to wreak his vengeance upon. the 
prophet. To escape the persecution 
of the king, Elijah hid himself He 
was provided with food by God who 
bade the ravens feed the holy man. 

Elijah bravely stood out when. all 
the other prophets of the Lord had 
been slain and he alone was left. In 
the haftara you will read of his daring 
combat agaist Ahab, when he had 
to rely only on the help of the Lord.

His life 
has had a very great influence on the 
heart and mind of Israel. and it is 
always the hope of every man that 
Elijah will visit him. Of course. you 
remember that the “Cup of Elijah” 
is on the Seder table each Pesach. 

Many of you doubiless know the 
song “Elijah the Prophet” that ts 
sung after Havdala on Sabbath. He 
was a remarkable man who. will 
always be associated with strength of 
character Truly he has been well 
entitled “the grandest and the most 
romantic character that Israel ever 
produced.” There is no one in the 
Bible who presents such a remarkable 
fascination And the story we read 
today is surely one of the most 
dramatic stories in history.

Cyril Kieft, who gained 
an international reputation with the 
sports and racing cars made in his 
littl workshop in Wolverhampton, 
tells me that sales in the United States 
are being handled by Erwin Gold- 
schmidt, one of the most colourful 
characters in American car racing. 


Goldschmidt handled Allards for some 
time, and was one of the first to demon- 
sirate the extraordinary performance to 
be obtained by putting a Cadillac engine 
in an Allard chassis, Several well-known 
American drivers have bought Kieft 
sports cars, and there may be as many 
as five in the Florida 12-hour race at 
Sebring on March 7. 

Kieft is also preparing three tiny, 
streamlined. S00 c.c. sports cars to com- 
pete for the Performance Index Handicap 
at Le Mans. As every ounce of weight 
counts with such a tiny engine, he ts 
selecting drivers who do not weigh more 
than nine stone. One of them will 
probably be Les Lesion, on his Leston 
Special, who is having a new single-seate: 


Kieft built for this year’s Formula 3 
races. It will be much lighter than last 
year's cars, with an all-stecl tubular 


chassis and light alloy hubs and wheels. 


Godfrey Imhof, back from the Monte 
Carlo Rally. was telling me about the 
crash near Clermonm Ferrand, when his 
Humber skidded on the ice and left radio 
commentator Raymond Baxter’ with 
some facial souvenirs. Characteristically, 
Imhof. makes ho excuses. As one of 
Britain's leading rally drivers, with a 
reputation for making the fastest time in 
driving tests, he does not need to. 
year he hopes to compete in the Dutch 
Tulip Rally and the Lisbon Rally. besides 
doing the R.A.C. Rally im his J.2 Allard 
with his ‘sister, Mrs. Frayling. He has 
also undertaken once again to organise 
for the London Motor Club the Little 
Rally and the London Rally. The latter 
has become one of Britain's leading 
events, and is the only British Rally 
which really captures the atmosphere of 
the Continental classics. 

Stirling Moss tells me that he is going 
to Sebring, but is not sure at the 
moment whether he will be driving Briggs 
Cunningham's Osca or one of the Ecurie 
Ecosse Jaguars. The new works Jaguars 
will not be ready until Le Mans, so Moss 
may drive a Mark VII saloon im the 
touring category in the Mille Miglia,. 
which takes place in Italy on May 1.

tinue to provide full employment. More- 
over, of the millions of equity share- 
holders a large proportion are people of 
quite small incomes. The average indi- 
vidual holding of the 60,000 shareholders 
in our bank is in the A’ shares 248 and 
in the stock £56, 


What seems to me so regrettable is 
that’ attempts are being made in certain 
quarters to engender class bitterness by 
statements about wages and dividends 
which represent the dividend receiver as 
a profiteer, whereas in sober fact it is the 
wage earner who -has been the real 
beneficiary of the inflationary process.- 


The Datty Heratp has in fact taken 
pride im poimting out in its advertising 
that the real purchasing power of wage 
earners in 1952 was about one-third 
higher than before the war. And thal 1s 
true even after payment of taxes and 
before making allowance for social 
security benefits. I think it 1s undemiable 
that this change has been brought about 
largacly at the expense of other, and not 
only the wealthier, sections of — the 
population. 


We British are a magnanimous lot and 
no one, | believe, grudges the redistribu- 
uuion brought about by progressive taxa- 
uwon and designed expressly to help the 
poorest, But supermmposed upon this 
process there ts continuing a_ further 
redistribution due purely to inflauion and 
henefiting all wage earners as such, 
regardiess of the scale of their carnings. 


The wage earner is at heart as magnani- 
mous as anyone else, and | beheve that 
if these facts could be brought home to 
him he would hesitate before pressing a 
claim to a still larger share of the national 
income. For that is-what is involved by 
any  mcrease in’ wages. without a 
corresponding increase in. productivily 
for example. if wages are raised to meet 
every rise in the cost of living itself often 
engendered by increased wages—other 
seciions. of the population have to. meet 
the bill 


UNEMPLOYMENT DANGER 

It is | think beyond doubt that if. the 
wage earners exert their full power they 
can under present conditions, and in the 
short run, secure for themselves a still 
greater share of the nationa! cake. In the 
light of the facts and figures I have just 
given vou that would not seem to be a 
generous course, but in suggesting to the 
wage earner that it would be unwise. I am 
thinking less of magnanimity than of his 
own self-interest... For it is the stark truth 
that in our. present economic. position 
higher costs wil, period quite short 
in terms of price us out of our 
export markets 10 an extent which, in my 


opinion at least. will create grave unem- 
ployment in this country—unemployment 
which no atiempt to whip up internal 
purchasing power by cheap money of 
other CAP dients of ine kind could 
conjure aways 

What a wonderful thing it. would be 


if we could wake up one morning to find 
each pound buvine more 
falling real wages rising automatically. 
Yet this miracle could be brought about 
quite simply by higher productivity with- 
out higher costs. No one has more -to 
coninbute to, or. more to gain. by. that

process than the earner of weekly wages, 


Moreover, he can nowadays. rely. with 
certainty on his bargaining power to 
secure for himself his full share of any 
increase im the national cake. My point 
is that--as things are now—he cannot 
safely. take more until there 1s firmly and 
solidly a larger cake to divide, and a 
stable pound in which to draw his weekly 
wage.

The profit and dividend statement of 
I rial Tobacco Company did much to 
niflen the flagging tobacco share market 
this week, Trading profit of the Group 
is up from £20,250,742 to £21,024,368. 
With £3,004,243 against £2,841,733 from 
Trade Investments, etc., and taxation 
more or less held, the net figure comes 


out at £10,449,644 compared = with 
£9,.556,415. 
The final dividend of 114 per cent 


makes with the interim a total of 20 per 
cent. for the year. The payment is 
actually covered by a larger margin of 
carnings than for some time. Revenue 
Reserves of the group are shown to have 
increased by £4,593,676. 

The immediate result of the announce- 
ment was to put the company’s shares 
better and to give much needed 
encouragement to the remainder of the 
market. 

At the same time tobacco shares are 
considered somewhat vulnerable to any 
further statements concerning the 
relationship of smoking to lung cancer. 
While the City naturally welcomes the 


progress of medical research into this 
disease. it cannot shut its eyes to the 
effect the course of present devclop- 


ments might have on tobacco investments.

Under the auspices of the Jewish 
Agency Department for Education and 
Culture and the Education Department 
of the Inter-University Jewish Federa- 
tion, Hebrew classes for students of 
London University are held as follows:

A Hebrew Seminar is being held at the 
Westward Ho! Hotcl, Westcliff, from 
April 5 to 12, jointly sponsored by the 
1.U.J.F. and the Jewish Agency. The 
course is designed for advanced. inter- 
mediate, and lower intermediate students. 
The fee will be 44 guineas. Applications 
should be sent to the Secretary of the 
Jewish Agency Education Department.

After pointing out the seriousness of 
the problem, Mr. Shaw went on to deal 
with Jewish youth club members. On the 
average, he said. they were not irre!igious 
but religiously illiterate.

Last week's demonstration by 
Orthodox extremists outside the Israeli 
Consulate here—-they protested against 
the alleged “ persecution of religion ” 
in Israel—has been condemned by the 
Rabbinical Council of America, repre-

They do not repre- 
sent Orthodox Judaism and, as Orthodox 
rabbis, we condemn such action as con- 
trary to our basic religious teachings and 
repugnant to the spirit of Torah. We 
consider the individuals who participated 
in. this demonstration to be totally 
misguided and the sponsoring organisa- 
tion to be irresponsible and misled.”

RABBI HERZOG’S APPEAL 


From our Own Correspondent 


JERUSALEM 

In connection with last week's demon- 
stration outside the Isracli Consulate in 
New York. Chie! Rabbi Isaac Herzog 
has sent cables to the = rabbinical 
organisations in the United States asking 
them to use their influence to halt the 
‘campaign of siander’’ against Isracl 
which, he said, had “ brought shame on, 
and caused harm to.-the State.” 

Speaking in the Knesset on Wednes- 
day. Mr. Sharet: said that the concern 
of certain sections of Orthodox Jewry at 
the impending enforcement of the

by elements hostile to Israel and Zionism 
about its purpose and the . proposed 
methods of unplementation. 

The Primé Minister was replying to a 
General Zionist proposal for an imme- 
diate debate on the recent demonstrations 
in New York. Agudist leaders in Israel, 
Mr. Sharett added. had informed him 
that. according to their information. the 
Agudist organisation in the United States 
had -no connection with the organisation 
of the demonstration.

Move to New Headquarters

The Israeli Legation in Moscow has 
moved to new and permanent head- 
quarters at Vesnina 16, near the Soviet 
Foreign Office, in the heart of the 
capital, according to Mr. Israel Kos- 
loff, Petroleum Commissioner in the 
Israeli Ministry of Development and 
Petroleum Adviser to the Ministry of 
Finance, who arrived in London 
yesterday from Russia, where he has 
been conducting trade negotiations on 
behalf of his Government. 

The new accommodation provided by 
the Soviet authorities for Dr. Eliashiv, 
the Israeli Minister, and his small stafl— 
Mr. Y. L. Gideon, the Second Sccre- 
tary, and Mr. N. Levanon and Mr. 
Kehat. Attachés—is a one-storey building. 
The Minister has already given a party 
at the Legation for the Dutch envoy, 
who looked after Israel's interests when 
Soviet-Isracli diplomatic relations were 
broken off. Until the new building was 
acquired the Legation was housed in an 
hotel. 


100,000 Tons of Oil 


Mr. Kosloff; who is returning to Jeru- 
salem at the week-end to report to his 
Government, confirmed that Israc! had 
ordered 100,000 tons of Soviet crude o1!

Negotiations between the Israeli 
Government and the U.N. Palestine 
Conciliation Commission for the pay- 
ment to Arab refugees of blocked 
accounts in banks in Israel have been 
hampered because of an Arab lawsuit

A claim in excess of that 
amount had been lodged with a British 
bank by one of the Arabs concerned, and 
the matter was being taken up by the 
Israch authorities in Jerusalem.
